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Flying Physics Laboratory 


Astronauts Map Big Area Of 
Lunar Surface From Spaceship

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Refreshed and in good 
humor after sleeping late, the 
Apollo 15 astronauts operated a 
flying physics laboratory 
in 


moon orbit today, mapping a 
large area of the lunar surface. 


"We slept nine hours and 


we're in great shape," David R. 
Scott reported. 


With all spacecraft systems 


working well, Mission Control 
Center let Scott, James B. Irwin 
and Alfred M. Worden sleep 
nearly six hours past their in- 
tended 5:16 a.m. EDT wakeup 
time. 


The spacemen were weary 


from a night of stowing moon 
treasure and a brief scare that 
forced them to a real-life test of 
a precaution ordered after the 
deaths of the three Soviet 
cosmonauts in June. 


As a precaution, they wore 


pressurized space suits for the 
maneuver that jettisoned the 
lunar module Falcon. The 
separation was delayed when 
the astronauts suspected a leak 
in one of their spaceships. 


But checks showed there was 


no leak and Falcon was kicked 
away two hours late. The Soviet 
cosmonauts 
died 
when a 


pressure leak developed as they 


executed a similar separation, 
and just a few weeks ago, the U. 
S. space agency decided the 
Apollo 15 crew should wear 
protective suits as a safeguard. 


Upon 
awakening, 
the 


astronauts had a light-hearted 
exchange with capsule com- 
municator Joe Allen and then 
began operating a $17 million 
array of scientific instruments 
which are chemically and 
photographically charting 
nearly 20 per cent of the moon's 
surface. 


They will continue the orbital 


science tasks until late Wed- 
nesday when they are to fire out 
of orbit to head for a Saturday 


splashdown 
in the 
Pacific 


Ocean. 


They were nearly 4% hours 


late going to sleep and chief 
astronaut Donald K. Slay ton told 
Scott and Irwin, who had walked 
the moon, to take some sleeping 
pills "so you can really power 
down for the night." 


But Scott reported today that 


sleeping 
pills 
were 
not 


necessary. 


There were a few anxious 


moments 
Monday 
as 
the 


astronauts were about to jet- 
tison the lunar lander Falcon.

Again In California

Both passenger and freight 


trains began to roll again today 
in California following set- 
tlement Monday of a nationwide 
rail strike that threatened the 
state's 
$1 
billion-a-year 


agriculture 
industry 
with 


disaster and inconvenienced 
thousands of commuters 


Spokesmen for the three 


railroads in the state affected by 
the strike — Southern Pacific, 
Santa Fe and Union Pacific — 
said they would move as quickly 
as possible to restoic normal 
service. 


But said a Union Pacific 


spokesman, "It'll be Friday 
before we're going full force." 


Top priority for Southern 


Pacific, which handles the bulk 
of the state's farm products, and 
Santa Fe were the perishable 
crops such as lettuce in the 
Salinas Valley and cantaloupes 
in the San Joaquin Valley that 
were rotting in fields and 
packing areas, unable to be 
moved to hungry Eastern 
markets. 


"We 
will 
be 
handling 


perishables first, as fast as we 
can get the trains running," said 
a spokesman 
at 
Southern 


Pacific's headquarters in San 
Francisco. 


Anticipating the strike's end, 


supervisory 
personnel 
had 


stationed refrigerator cars at 
strategic locations around the 
state to move the stranded 
crops. 


Lockheed Loan Wins

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Republican who kept the White 
House guessing and a Montana 
Democrat who changed his 
mind at the last minute cast key 
votes as the Senate squeezed 
through a $250-million loan 
guarantee for Lockheed Aircraft 
Corp. 


In a Senate chamber hushed 


with tension, Sen. Marlow W. 
Cook, R-Ky., rose at his desk, 
took a slow sip from a glass of 
water, and answered "aye" to 
break a 48-48 deadlock. 


Until that moment Monday 


afternoon, not even the White 


House men who courted Cook 
and 
otner 
doubtful 
GOP 


senators had been certain of the 
outcome in one of the closest 
high-stakes battles staged in the 
Senate. 


In the end, it was the sudden 


support of Sen. Lee Metcalf, D- 
Mont., that along with Cook's 
vote, helped swing the decision. 


Metcalf told a Nixon lobbyist 


as he left the Senate floor: "I 
came over here resolved to vote 
against it. But I was not going to 
be the one responsible for 
defeating it." 


POSTAL TROUBLE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Only 


a month old, the U. S. Postal 
Service is getting into the kind of 
financial trouble that convinced 
Congress to replace the old Post 
Office Department with the new, 
streamlined agency. 


Postal officials now expect 


costs to run some $430 million 
above available funds this year, 
and are looking either to 
mailers, taxpayers or perhaps 
to both to make up the dif- 
ference. 


Postal officials admit they're 


faced with a dilemma. 


MORE RECONNAISSANCE 


SAIGON (AP) — The United 


States has increased aerial 
reconnaissance and monitoring 
by electrical sensors along a 230- 
mile stretch of the Cambodian 
border in efforts to keep tabs on 
North Vietnamese infiltration 
into South Vietnam during the 
coming elections.

CHINA CONSULTATIONS 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


Nixon administration is opening 
a fresh round of consultations 
with United Nations members 
on means of preventing ex- 
pulsion of Nationalist China 
while voting to seat Communist 
China in the world body this fall. 


State Department 
officials, 


making 
the 
consultations 


known, say the administration is 
confident it can give United 
Nations members an alternative 
to Albania's resolution to oust 
Taiwan and seat Peking. The 
fact the Albanian resolution won 
a majority vote last year — two- 
thirds was required — does not 
mean it will obtain the same this 
year, according to these ex- 
perts. 


STEEL GOING UP 


PITTSBURGH (AP) — More 


steelmakers were expected to 
follow the lead of U. S. Steel and 
announce 
price 
increases 


averaging 8 per cent. 


The hikes, which apply 
U» 


almost every kind of raw steel 
product, seem certain to trigger 
subsequent price j.imps in a 
wide variety of consumer items 
ranging from keys to cars, 
though probably not for at least 
a few months. 


The White House said it was 


questionable whether the price 
hikes were in the steel industry's 
"long run interest," but made no 
immediate move to force a 
rollback of the increases. 


PULLBACK URGED 


JERUSALEM (AP) — Asst. 


Secretary of State Joseph J. 
Sisco is urging Israeli leaders to 
accept a "substantial" pullback 
from the Sue?. Canal and a token 
Egyptian force on the canal's 
east bank, the Israeli state radio 
reported today. 


The broadcast, 
the first 


breakthrough in a news blackout 
around Sisco's talks aimed at 
reopening the canal, said the U. 
S. envoy mentioned a troop 
withdrawal 
of 
"tens 
of 


kilometers" into the Sinai. 


There was no indication 


whether Sisco was also pressing 
the Israelis to accept Egypt's 
key demand, that Israel give a 
commitment to relinquish all 
the territory it occupied in the 
six-day war in June 1967. 
Jerusalem has refused to 
relinquish this chief bargaining 
point. 


VIETNAM TORTURE 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Two 


young men, who say they 
worked in U.S. intelligence, 
have testified Americans joined 
in murder and torture of Viet- 
namese civilians who were 
indiscriminately branded Viet 
Cong.

cent increase in their salaries in 
September. 


That is above the routine step 


increments. 


The 
teachers' 
negotiators 


agreed to the reduced figure 
because of the district's tight 
financial situation and an appeal 
by the trustees to think about 
two upcoming elections. The 
board was referring to a second 
attempt to pass a bond issue to 
replace facilities 
closed 
to 


children for failing to meet 
earthquake-proof requirements 
and a tax over-ride vote next 
spring. 


In order to add approximately 


$26,000 to the total teacher pay 
package, the board hacked 
items from the budget, including 
library services. 


Still, the tax rate will increase 


from $1.83 to $2.10, a jump in one 
year of 27 cents. 


Although the teachers must 


ratify or reject the three per 
cent offer, the necessary $26,000 
will be included in the general 
reserve portion of the budget to 
be publicly aired tonight. It 
could be used for fringe benefits 
rather than direct salaries if the 
teachers chose. 


A decision by the teachers will 


be returned to the board Aug 31.

director, who then 
asked 


District Attorney Henry Goff to 
have his office investigate. 


George Souza, county welfare 


investigator, found that the 


couple had failed to report 
ownership of real property, had 
failed to report that the man was 
receiving a pension from his 
former place of employment, 
and that he had recently pur- 
chased a new car, which he said 
had been given to him by his 
brother, a brother whose ad- 
dress he "did not know." 


As required by state law, it is 


the duty of the old age program 
that those illegally receiving 
welfare 
"be 
talked 
into 


restitution," 
which Souza 


successfully accomplished. The 
man repaid the sum in $100 bills, 
all in excellent condition. 


Since June of 1965, the woman 


had drawn $2,629.33 and the man 
$4,529.20. 


This apparently, will be the 


first of future cases to be 
checked into in Tehama County, 
for Goff has requested his in- 
vestigator to go through welfare 
cases, make a determination 
and check out those which in- 
dicate possible fraud.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — An 


underwater afventurer says he 
and three friends have taken a 
five-ton chunk of jade from the 
Pacific in the rugged Big Sur 
region of California. 


They say the eight-foot-long 


stone is worth $180,000. Donald 
Wobber, 
43, 
of 
suburban 


Hillsborough said he and three 
other men worked for six 
months to pry the jade boulder 
from under a ledge 30 feet below 
the churning surf. 


They eventually worked the 


boulder onto a steel pallet, then 
raised it with floats and towed it 
onto a rocky beach near Jade 
Cove—just south of the town of 
Big Sur. 


Wobber, who wears a goatee, 


characterizes himself as a 
combination 
printer- 


photographer-scuba diver-jade 
hunter. 


He and his chief partner, 


Jame? 
Norton, 54, of San 


Francisco say they have taken 
other big chunks of jade from 
the sea. One weighing 750 
pounds, is in a San Diego 
museum. 


The latest find, which they 


have dubbed the "Nephripod," 
was brought ashore with help 
from Gary Garmignani, 27, of 
San 
Francisco 
and 
Sonny

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Wyontag Pilot Tells 
Of Eagle Slaughter 
By Gamea

WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


Wyoming pilot has told the 
Senate that sheep ranchers, 
fearful for the newborn lambs, 
have hired airborne gunmen to 
slaughter hundreds of golden 
and bald eagles. 


Federal officials immediately 


sought prosecution of those 
responsible. 


James O. Vogan Monday told 


the Senate environmental ap- 
propriations subcommittee he 
piloted a helicopter on eagle 
hunts last winter and saw more 
than 560 eagles killed. 


He said gunners would slay up 


to 34 eagles a day, piling their 
bodies high as a haystack. He 
said he never killed any himself. 


Vogan testified under im- 


munity 
from 
prosecution, 


arranged by 
subcommittee 


chairman Gale McGee, D-Wyo. 
Later in the day Interior 
Secretary Roger C. B. Morton, 
calling the alleged killings a 
"national 
outrage," 
said 


evidence had been gathered and 
would be sent to the Justice 
Department. 


Bald eagles, the vanishing 


symbol 
of 
America, 
are 


protected by law. Permits for 
hunting golden eagles may only 
be granted if a state governor 
swears they are a threat to 
stock, and no such permits have 
been issued since January 1970. 


McGee 
kept 
Vogan's 


testimony secret until the 
hearing was under way so as not 
to jeopardize evidence searches 
at the same hour in Wyoming by 
Interior Department agents. A 
subcommittee aide said Vogan 
knew where the eagle carcasses 
were buried. 


Vogan said his boss, Doyle 


Vaughn, owner of Buffalo Flying 
Service at Buffalo, Wyo., told 
him and a gunner that he had a 
permit to kill eagles because 
they ate newborn sheep. 


Ranchers paid Vaughn $25 a 


head for dead eagles and bet- 
ween $10 and $50 for coyotes, he 
said. But gunmen killed so many 
eagles at a time that the ran- 
chers changed the fee to a flat 
$80 a day. 


A McGee aide said Western 


ranchers cling to an almost 
mythical conviction that eagles 
prey on stock. The Audubon 
Society disputes this and says 
that bitter weather kills far 
more lambs than do coyotes, 
and that eagles usually appear 
only to eat the carrion. 


The bald eagle, the country's 


national bird, has long been 
protected by law but still is 
vanishing. 


The Audubon Society testified 


at a June probe by McGee's 
committee into poisoning of 23 
eagles at Jackson Hole, Wyo., 
that 1,000 mating pairs of bald 
eagles exist in the United States. 
Many spend winters in the 
remote and rugged mountains of 
Wyoming. The society has no 
count on golden eagles.

LunarSc/enf/sfs Intrigued

— Lunar scientists are 


intrigued by the unusual rocks 
collected by Apollo 15 at the base 
of 
the 
moon's 
Apennine 


Mountains. They're eager to get 
them into the laboratory and 
find out if they might be as old as 
the moon itself 


"The rock is definitely the 


high point of the traverse," Dr. 
S. A. Zist of Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology said 
Sunday after astronauts David 
R. Scott and James B. Irwin 
collected two rocks Scott ex- 
citedly described as anor- 
thosites. 


The description was followed 


immediately 
by 
cautious 


speculation the moon explorers 
might have found pieces of the 
original 
lunar crust 
formed 


more than four billion years ago 
when the moon was a molten 


blob beginning to cool. 


"Guess what we just found,' 


Scott said. "As a matter of fact. 
.. oh boy, I think we might have 
ourselves something close to an 
anorthosite." 


Anorthosite is a rock that 


contains almost 90 per cent 
plagioclase — a mineral com- 
posed of calcuim, sodium, 
aluminum and silicates. 


Finding pieces of anorthosite 


— especially pieces with large 
crystals as Scott and Irwin in- 
dicated their samples contained 
— is significant because of a 
popular theory that the original 
lunar crust might be composed 
of such rocks. 


The anorthosite, the theory 


says, was carved out of the 
moon's primordial surface when 
great objects from space struck 
the earth satellite The chunks 
rained down on certain regions 
of the moon forming the lunar 
highlands. 


Apollo 15, which landed on the 


edge of the lunar 
highlands, 


didn't yield any large rocks that 
could definitely be identified as 
pieces of crust. Pieces of 
anorthosite were found on 
earlier missions, but they were 
so tiny and their origin so un- 
certain that no one could be sure 
if they were from the crust. 


What is needed is a large piece 


of anorthosite that can easily be 
studied and passed around to 
many scientists 


The lunar experts hoped 


anorthosite would be more 
abundant on the slopes of the 
Apennine Mountains because 
more of it would have been 
thrown there when a 50-mile 
wide object struck the moon and 
created Imbrium Basin to the 
north 


The astronauts had been 


carefully schooled to look for it 


"That's why they got so ex- 


cited We've taken them on field

trips on earth to see bodies of 
anorthosite so they would be 
familiar with it," explained Dr. 
Robin Brett, chief of the 
geochemistry branch at the 
Manned Spacecraft Center. 


Anorthosite, while rare on 


earth, does exist in several 
areas including Wyoming and 
the Adirondack Mountains. 


"It has been the notion of most 


of us that anorthosite is old," 
said Dr. Harold Urey of the 
University of California at San 
Diego. "Of course, finding out 
will have to wait until we get it 
into the laboratory." 


Most rocks on the moon that 


have been carefully studied to 
determine age are less than four 
billion years old. Geologists say 
a piece of the original lunar 
crust would have to be older, 
perhaps 4.4 billion or 4 5 billion 
years. 


"But the crust is going to 


consist of a variety of rock types 
and ages because when the 
moon cooled I can't believe the 
process was uniform," Brett 
said. "In a way the idea of an 
'original lunar crust' is not 
consistent." 


Scott's report that he could see 


crystals was interpreted as 
further evidence the rock might 
be old 


Large crystals, the scientists 


explained, means the rock 
cooled and changed from the 
liquid to solid state very slowly. 
This can only happen deep in the 
moon — further evidence the 
unusual rocks might have been 
gouged from far within the lunar 
crust. 


At one point Scott and Irwin 


debated the color of the rocks 
they found, their own color 
vision altered by the glare of 
sunlight and their gold visors. 


They thought they found one 


sample that was green, but later 
determined it was gray. 


"This visor makes it green," 


Scott said. 


"Remember about green 


cheese," Irwin quipped. "Hope 
it's green when we get home."

(AP) — Man on the moon may 
move more like a dancing bear 
than a ballerina, but his fourth 
exploratory trip there did prove 
he can adapt to the weak lunar 
gravity 


David R. Scott and James B 


Irwin of the Apollo 15 mission 
developed 
an 
entirely 
new 


method of moving between then 
first surface excursion and their 
second By the third, say space 
doctors, they seemed almost to 
be gliding from place to place 


"They haven't really moved 


exactly the way other crews 
moved in the one-sixth gravity 
of the moon," said Dr Charles 
Berry, chief physician for the 
astronauts "As they got more 
hours on the lunar surface they 
were adapting very well I was 
amazed at the agility with which 
they were able to get around and 
to climb those hills " 


Before the first expedition two 


years ago, many 
medical 


scientists 
were afraid 
man 


would have serious difficulty 
learning to walk on the moon. 


Some predicted that man 


would fall flat on his face. 


The first three moon landings 


disproved that, but it wasn't 
until Scott and Irwin began their 
second 
exploration 
of 
the 


Apennine valley Sunday that the 
adaptability of the human body 
became obvious. 


"You notice that in the way 


they walk," said Dr. Joseph P. 
Allen, a scientist-astronaut and 
the Apollo 15 moon excursion 
communicator. 


"They don't rock back and 


forth so much now," he said 
after the second excursion. "But 
rather they know a lot more 
about where their center of 
gravity is. They 
walk ap- 


parently by using very little leg 
motion 
and 
mostly 
ankle 


motion." 


Scott and Irwin, he said, 


developed a way of bounding 
from toe to toe with their feet off 
the surface during each forward 
step It's the same motion a 
sprinter uses on earth, but it is 
only from the knee down. 


It apparently 
takes about 


eight hours for a man to adapt to 
the moon's gravity, Berry said.

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Savings Not All 
In Bank Accounts

When the government an- 


nounced that the savings rate 
had risen to a 20-year high of 8.4 
per cent take-home pay the 
frustration 
was 
heavy 
in 


thousands 
of 
dollar-short 


households. 


If others are saving that 


much, they figured, something 
must be wrong with their own 
financial program. 


On take-home pay of $150 a 


week, to use a fairly common 
figure, they concluded they 
should, if they were average, be 
putting $16 or $17 in the bank 
instead of a few cents in the 
Christmas Club. 


Their interpretation 
of this 


statistic is fallacious although 
common. Many Americans hold 
to the oldtime standard that 
money put into a savings ac- 
count or into a shoebox is the 
only way to save. It isn't, of 
course. 


Family finances today are 


more sophisticated. Money is 
saved automatically in many 
ways, with the individual often 
taking little overt action and 
often being unaware of the 
amount being saved. 


Through payroll deductions 


for bonds, increases in the cash 
value of insurance policies, 
appreciation of stock prices, 
additions to pensions, buildup of 


equity in a home — and other 
ways too — people often save 
more than they realize. 


It is easily understood by most 


people that, broadly defined, 
these are savings, but still they 
cling insecurely to the notion 
that savings should involve 
something more positive, like 
going to a bank. 


There is another misleading 


factor. 


In the early years of marriage 


the buildup in savings — at least 
the kind that are put into savings 
accounts — may not be as great 
as in the next 20 years, when 
many families save more than 
15 per cent of take-home pay. 


And again, savings may fall 


off sharply after age 65 when 
many families begin living off 
the funds accumulated during 
their middle years. 


Even among those who do 


manage to save 25 per cent or 
more of their take-home pay 
there is liable to be some feeling 
of frustration because they do 
not have a decision in the 
savings process.

across the mountains to Eureka 
and back. 


Peters started the trip over 


Highway 36 with his ten-speed 
bicycle loaded down with 50 
pounds of camping gear. After 
getting as far as Platina, about 
42 miles from Red Bluff, he, 
upon the advice of "natives," 
decided to accept a ride to 
Grizzly Creek State Park about 
20 miles from Fortuna. The road 
in many places is being repaired 
and he became convinced, the 
sharp gravel would have cut his 
tires to ribbons.
